My Lords and Gentlemen, 

The following is my Report for the year 1885. 

The Gallery was open for a less period than usual on account of its having been 
necessary to close it for general repainting, from the 11th of May till the 18th of July. 

The number of persons who visited the Gallery during the time it was open was as 
follows : — 

By free admission, ..... . 75,337* 

By payment, ......... 1,362 

*23,826 of these were Sunday Visitors. 

The number of new students admitted to copy was 39, of whom 18 were ladies and 
15 gentlemen. 

Students’ attendances were 1,433. 

The number of the general catalogues sold was 460 ; Do. of the Portrait 
Gallery, 72. 

The purchase grant for the year was ,£1,000.
